The week-end discloses that the

Governor Sid McMalh's lap nearly 
20 million dollars in appropriation 
bills against which he is going to 
'» have to wield thc veto axe so that 


the total may be pared down to 
expected revenues. 
'.The governor will dp tnat, of 
course; for he has experts making 
an analysis of the whole state fi- 
nancial picture — and he is deter- 
mined to carry out his pledge to see 
that the general fund has a balance 
of at least one million dollars when 
the fiscal biennium ends in 1951. 


So there's no need to worry about 
the state's financial health — an 
honost governor is going to veto 


•) whatever there's no money to pay 
for. 


But thc legislative and adminis- 


trative record during the 1940 Gen- 
eral Assembly leaves a lot to be 
desired. What is the record? 


Well, the state had two choices 


on raising additional revenue. It 
could have (1) restored the state 
ad valorem tax, or (2) if could 
have increased the state income 
tax. 


_. The state ad valorem tax is lev- 
ied against real property, and a 


M substantial part of it is paid by thc 


.-ailroads and utilities which have 
vast tangible assets in Arkansas. 
But this tax was not levied. 


The state income tax is paid by 


people on payrolls, small business 
operators, farmers and other mid- 
dle-class folk, as well'as the rich. 
The state income tax is not paid 
by railroads ordinarily, for their 
ownership is in some other com- 
monwealth.But this tax was raised, 
by thc artifice of declaring that 
instead of allowing state taxpayers 
50 per cent credit on thc amount 


t° paid under the federal income tax 


low no credit at all shall be allow- 
ed.

It will extend the basic 40-hour 


week to the railroads for the first 
time and affects 1,000,000 employes. 


The 40-hour week at the same 


lay the workers received for 48 
lours becomes effective next Sept. 
1, but an additional wage boost of 
•seven cents an hour is retroactive 
to last Oct. 1. Exccptcd from the 
general terms of the "third round" 
wage boosts 
are the yardmas- 


.ers who will continue on a six-day 
week with an increase of 10 cents 
an hour. 


Overtime in excess

lours in a day or 40 hours in' a 
week will be paid generally at the 
rate of time and one half. Although
